Manila, January 28.—General Chaffe> 
curtailed his trip and returned here this 
morning.

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EXHIBIT TO 


Atlanta Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation Was Organized 


Yesterday 


FIRST EXHIBIT WILL 
OCCUR APRIL 2-12 


Manufacturers Are Enthusiastic, and 
Many of Them Have Announced 
Their Intention of Making 
Big Displays of Their 
Goods. 


An association of the manufacturers 
of Atlanta has been formed for the pur- 
pose of holding a monster exhibition of 
Atlaitea manufactures. 

The exhibition will open about Wednes- 
day, April 2, and will continue through 
Saturday, April 12 This will be the 
jargest exhibition of. its kind ever under- 
taken in the south and will practically 
demonstrate the superiority of Atlanta- 
made goods. 

A meeting for the purpose of organiz- 
ing this association was held on Satur- 
day, January 25. A number of promi- 
nent manufacturers attended and en- 
tered into the spirit of the project en- 
thusiastically. At this meeting a com- 
mittee of thirteen was appointed for the 
purpose of organization and to bring all 
the manufacturers of Atlanta in touch 
with the idea. This committee, with. J. 
K. Orr as chairman and W. J. Cooper 
as secretary, met again yesterday after- 
noon and adopted the following report on 
organization, which was adopted by a 
mass meeting of manufacturers held 
later in the afternoon in the council 
chamber: 

Your committee, charged with formulating 
Plans for an organization to make an ex- 
hibit of Atlanta-made goods, begs leave to 
report as follows: 

I, There should be organized a chartered 
association to be known as the Atlanta Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 

2. The association should have the follow- 
ing officers: President, vice president, secre- 
tary and treasurer, with committees as fol- 
lows: Charter, finance, location, exhibits, in- 
vitation, transportation, press, music and en- 
tertainiment and attendance. 

In addition, there shall be an executive com- 
mittee, composed of the chairmen of the 
stan . Committeen and. the officers of the 

” committee shall be . the 
t to the membership. 
The officers sfall be elected by the execu- 
tive committee. 

We recommend that this meeting adopt a 
resolution, inviting the woman’s clubs to co- 
operate with the Manufacturers’ Association in 
this work, and suggest that they appoint a 
committee for that purpose. ' 

The committee recommends. that exhibits be 
restricted to articles made in Atlanta or 
Fulton county, the object and purpose of this 
movement being to make a complete showing 
of the results of home industry. 

It is also recommended that space for ex- 
hibits be assigned on the basis of payment 
per square foot, with due allowance for the 
relative value of preferred locations, the price 
rer square foot to be so fixed that. it will 
allow a safe margin over expenses, the ex- 
cess. if any. to be returned pro rata to ex- 
hii.itors when the business is wound up. 

It is recommended that a blanket policy of 
insurance be taken to cover all the exhibits 
during the period of the fair. 

Your compilttee has discussed several sites, 
but is not prepgred at this time to make a 
definite recommendation on that subject, in- 
asmuch as we have not yet in hand sufficient 
data to make a reliable estimate of the amount 
of space that will be required. There are also 
other important considerations which should 
receive careful attention before the site is *e- 
lected, the idea being to secure one at a con- 
venient place as near the heart of the city 
as possible, within reasonable Iimits of ex- 
pense. This is a matter whieb should oe 
referred to a committee for further con- 
sideration, 

, Your committee recommends that the exhi- 
bition be open to the public on Wednesday, 
April 2, and continue through Saturday, April 
12. which will give the public ten days in 
which to see it.

Washington, January 28.—(Special.)—

The Chief Obstacle.

Patrick Claimed He Was the Greatest 
Sufferer by Rice’s Death, as

New York, January 28.—A large part of 
today’s session in the trial of Lawyer 
Albert T. Patrick for the mwWder of Mil- 
lionaire William M. Rice was taken up 
in the examination ef CapNin James A. 
Baker, of Houston, Texas. He told of 
coming to New York and being surprised 
that Mr. Rice had engaged Patrick as his 
lawyer... He also related what occurred 
at his meeting with Patrick after Rice's 
death. 

Early in the session today Dr. Hamilton 
Williiams,. whose. cross-examination was 
continued from yesterday, reiterated his 
opinion that the condition of Mr. Rice's 
lungs was due to the inhalation of a 
gaseous irritant. 

According to Captain Baker, Patrick 
said he intended to intrust Rice’s Texas 
affairs to Captain Baker’s firm. Patrick 
gave him the 1896 will and copies of the 
1900 will, and of the assignment of Rice's 
property. Patrick said: he had taken a 
number of papers from Rice’s rooms and 
that he would show them to Baker. 

The witness told of opening Rice’s box 
in the vault and of the production by 
Patrick of what he claimed was a list of 
the securities. 

“The list was wrong,” said the witmess,

Acrimony in senate debates is not in- 
frequent, but old senaturs say it has been 
years since there has been such a hur- 
ticane of bitter vituperation, of personal 
taunt, of ugly charges and of unmodified 
criticism as was witnessed today. Not 
since the discussion of the resolutions 
leading up to the Hispano-American war 
have any scenes occurred in the senate 
comparable with today. Even that debate 
lacked the personal bitterness mantfested 
at times today. Irritation was aroused 
on both sides of the chamber and once or 


tors seemed imminent, 
LODGE, WHITE TO LIPS, | 
RUSHES TOWARD TELLER 

Once when Senator Teller taunted the 
republican senators by declaring they 
knew the statements made in a recent 
dispatch from Manila in which General 
Wheaton was represented as criticising 
the opponents of the government’s policy 
in the Philippines were true a half dozen 
tepublicans were on their feet in an IiIn- 
stant. Senator Lodge, at whom the tauut 
seemed to be aimed particularly, hur- 
riedly crossed from his seat in the centef 
of the republican side to the main aisle 
of the senate and, white to the lips, pas- 
sionately challenged the statement of the 
Colorado senator and demanded that he 
withdraw it.

In the 
course of the colloquy Mr. Spooner de- 
clared that if the same rule was to be ap- 
plied to the colored people in the Philip- 
pines as Mr, Tillman referred to in the 
south, “‘then God help the colored man in 
the Philippimes.”’ 

GOD HELP NEGRO, THEN, 
SAID TILLMAN, IN PASSION 

“God help him in_ the Philippines,” 
shouted the South Carolina senator pas- 
sionately. “‘You have already butchered 
in three years three times as many as the 
Spaniard did in three centuries.” 

“It is one thing,’’ retorted Mr. Spooner, 
“to kill men with arms in thelr hands 
against the government and cgainst the 
flag. It is another to burn them.” 

‘You burned them in Kansas,” retorted 
Mr. Tillman. 

Senators in their excitemem seemed for 
the moment to have forgotten the sub- 
ject of the debate.

There is a split among the representatives 
of the house on the proposed methods of 
eorrecting alleged abuses on the franchise 
in* the south. Northern and western 
representatives are for reducing «.h* 
representation of the southern states— 
letting the whole question of the negro 
vote go by the board, but reducing th>2 
representation of the states in congress 
to @ proportionate basis. 

Southern representatives in the house 
are opposed to the plan. It would wipe 
theni entirely out of the question, for if 
there were any reducticn of represen.a- 
lion it would doubtless be arranged to 
hit the lonely little group of republican 
representatives from the southern states. 

Want a Force Bill. 

The southern republHcans want a strict 
federal election law instead—as near a 
“force bill,”’ it is stated, as may be with- 
out subjecting the measure to that odious 
term, 

At the caucus last night of southern 
republicans in congress steps were taken 
looking to the preparation of a measure 
to be introduced in both houses compris- 
ing an amalgamation of bills already pre- 
sented in the house by Messrs. Bartholdt, 
of Missouri, and Gibson, of Tennessee, 
for the enforcement of the election laws. 
Senator Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
presided, and after the matter had been 
thoroughly discussed he designated Mr. 
Gibson to prepare the proposed measure, 
whose features were tentatively agreed 
upon. 

These, Senator Pritchard says, provide 
far the esforcement of state election laws, 
give the right of minority representation 
and means by whitch the aggrieved party 
contesting an election case may be heard 
by the state canversing board. If he is 
disappointed with the result, he is to 
have the right of appeal to the district 
judge, who is clothed with power to; hear 
and try questions of law and fact de nov9 
raised before the canvassing board. and 
to issue the certificate of election to the 
person having the highest number of 
votes. This is to constitute prima facie 
evidence of his election, upon which he 
may be sworn in by the house. 

No Legislation Likely. 
There was some discussion of the Crum- 
packer bill, which reduces the congres- 
sional] representation in’the south on the 
basis of the vote cast at elections, but 
the sentiment of nearly all the members 
present was against it. 
It is not considered likely that any 
legislation looking to the restriction of 
existing election methods in the south 
will be passed by this congress. A -fed- 
eral election law of the necessary 
string’ncy to be efficient is the most un- 
likely of all férms of legislation. 
The advocates of the plan to reduce 
representation are growing lukewarm. 
Representative Crumpacker has up his 
sleeve a petition with signaturss enough 
to call a republican caucus on the plan, 
but he has not sprung it yet. Lack of 
enthusiasm at the white house over the 
proposition is said to account for the 
backwardness of the house republicans.

SO THE COMMITTEE DECIDES 


| Report Favoring Government Owner- 
ship of Pacific Line Adopted by 
' One Majority.

Washington, January %.—By a vote of 
8 to 7 the house committee on commerce 
| today decided in favor of government 
construction, operation and maintenance 
of a Pacific cable and ordered a favora'le 
report on the bill of Representative Cor- 
ligs, of Michigan,, providing the details 
of such government updertaking. 

The bill provides. for a government ca- 
vile from the coast of California to Ha- 
wali and the Philippinés via Midway and 
the island of Guam, or by whatever route 
the president may consider most practi- 
cable. The cost is fixed at not to exceed 
$10,000,000, of which $600,000 is made imme- 
diately available. The work. of construc- 
tion is intrusted to the army and navy 
departments, and after the cable is iaid 
its operation is under the control of the 
postmaster general, secretary of war and 
the gecretary of the navy. Provision is 
made for government messages and also 
for private messages at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 25 cents a word to Hawali and 
50 cents a word to Manila.

Brown’s Act Upheld. 

Washington, January 28.—Secretary 
Root today acted on the case of Lieuten- 
ant Preston Brown, Second infantry, who 
Was senterced by a courtmartial to be 
dismissed from the gervice for an alleged 
serious violation of the regulations. It 
appears from the evidence that Lteuten- 
ant Brown shot a native Filipino because 
he allowed an American soldier to drown 
when he might easily have saved his life. 

Secretary Root takes the ground that 
Lieutenant Brown's action in the matter, 
while not justifiable, was excusable under 
all the circumstances, and he therefore 
recommended that the sentence of dis- 
missal be commuted so as to provide that 
Lieutenant Brown" shall lose thirty-five 
numbers in his gfade and that he shall 
forfeit one-half of this pay for a period of 
nine months.

Messages were received today from the 
mayors of the principal cities of Cuba, 
from the members of the supreme court, 
from judges of Havana and from leading 
planters. Chief Justice Cruz Perez, of 
the stipreme court of Cuba, cabled: 


“The members cf the supreme court 
desire to state that the economic condl- 
tion of Cuba is Gisastrous. Ruin immi- 
nent unlérs there is a reauction on sugar 
and tobacco.”’ 

The general tenor of all the -ppeails 
wes that tariff concession was a question 
of life or death to Cuba and that failure 
to make them meant ruin, misery and 
bankruptcy for the island. .Copies of

Rerresemtative Hopkins, of Illinois, 
questioned the witness as to whether any 
concessions to Cuba would injure the be2t 
sliigar industry. 

Mr. Carey. said that injury in this case 
was inevitable.

Already Cuba has 
placed a $12 duty on Porto Rico coffee, 
thus injuring that trade, so reliance was 
now placed in a continuance of the sugar 
trade.

TO BUY PANAMA PROPERTY 


But if a Hitch Arises President Is 
Authorized To Construct 
Nicaragua Canal. 


Washington, January 2.—Just before 
the adjournment of the senate today 
Senator Spooner introduced a substitute 
for the Nicaragua canal bill, 

The now Dill is a practical authoriza- 
tion to:the president of the United States 
to choose between the Panama and the 
Nicaragua routes. The first provision 
looks to the acquisition of the franchises, 
right of way and other property of-the 
new Panama canal. company . of France, 
including that company’s control of the 
Panama railroad. The president is au- 
thorized to pay $40,000,000 for the canal, 
provided that a satisfactory title can be 
obtained. 

The bill also carries an alternative pro- 
vision authorizing the president to pro- 
ceel with the construction of the Nica- 
ragua canal in case he fails to secure 
the necessary concessions from Colombia 
or satisfactory title from the Panama 
Canal Company. An immediate 'appropri- 
ation of »+10,000 is made in either event. 
The limit of cost is fixed at $135.000.000 
in case the Panama route is chosen, 
while $180.((C0.%) is allowed in case the 
choice fails on the Nicaragua route.

MEASURE GOES TO THE HOUSE

Probably the most important of the 
amendments was one changing the title 
to read “The Department of Commerce 
It provides for a secretary, 
who is to ke a member of the cabinet, an 
assistant secretary and also the other 
officials and clerks necessary. The pro- 
posed department is especially charged 
with the collection and distribution of 
statistical information and with the de- 
velopment and fostering of foreign and 
domestic commerce. 

In the department there is to be a new 
bureau of manufactures and many bu- 
reauvs now included in other departments 
are transferred to this new department, 
including the life saving service, the Might 
houze service, the marine hospital sorvice, 
the steamboat inspection service and the 
bureaus of navigation, of shipping and of 
immigration, as well as the control of 
the fisheries and the Chinese exclusion 
questions, all now within the jurisdiction 
of the treasuty departmert, the fish com- 
mission and the census bureau. The de- 
partment is also given jurisdiction over 
the consular service so far as it per- 
tains to commerce,

Mining States Are Redistricted. 
Alabama, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky Are Placed Together. 


Indianapolis, January 28—The United 
Mine Workers, in executive sessicn today, 
after two hours’ debate, adopted the scale 
as agreed uwpon by the committee. 

The scale asks for a general advanc? 
for bituminous mining of 16 per cent on 
a ‘“‘run of mine’’ basis, the differential of 
7 cents, the old figure, between pick and 
machire mining; 15 cents a day increase 
for inside drivers and a unifcrm scale 
for all outside labor. 

Rescluticns offered by the anthracite 
miners were adopted. The _ resolution 
ask the national president and the na- 
tional executive board to cooperate with 
the officers and members of the anthra- 
cite districts in bringing about a joint 
conference of the operators and miners 
prior to Apr'l 1, and declare that should 
the'r efforts fail and a strike be forced on 
them the workers of the entire conven- 
tion shall pledge all possible assistance, 
moral and financial, to bring the contest 
to a.speedy and successful termination. 

The committee on redistricting the min- 
ing states supported their resolution, 
which was adopted. The purpose of re- 
districting the mining states is that a 
foint conference may be had jin the vari- 
ous new districts and differences settled, 
if necessary, at one and the same time. 
The districts as now arranged are: 

First District—Anthracite fields. 

Second District—Central and northern 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia and 
the part of West Virginia shipping to 
eastern markets. 

Third District—Western Pennsylvania, 
Fairmount and other West Virginian dis- 
tricts shipping to western markets, Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Iowa. 

Fourth District—Alabama, Tennessee 
and Kentucky. 

Fifth District--Kansas, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado and Indian Territory. 

The report of the committee on consti- 
tution previding for a general increase of 
salaries of national officers was adopted.

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BOERS MAKING 
BID FOR PEACE 


‘Holland, at the Instigation of | 


Boer Delegates, Makes 
Overtures to Britain. 


BUT BURGHERS IN FIELD 
MAY NOT QUIT. FIGHTING 


Balfour Tells the House of Commons 
of the Overtures Made by Hol- 
land—Reports from Kitch- 
ener State Boers Still 
Fight. 


London, January 28.—The government 
leader, A. J. Balfour, announced in the 
house of commons today that no over- 
tures for peace had been received from 
any one authorized to speak in behaif of 
the Boers. A communication was received 
late on Saturday last from the Dutch 
government, which was now under con- 
sideration. Mr. Balfour promised shortly 
to lay the communication and the answer 
to it before the houre. 

The government of Holland has offered 
in the most friendly terms to help in 
bringing about peace in South Africa. In 
a communication to the British govern- 
fuent the Dutch government suggests 
that it might be permitted to act as a 
sort of diplomatic agent for the Boer 
Gelegates. The government, Sowever, ex 


pressly disavows any attempt at inter- 
vention. 


Boer Delegates Willing. 

It was learned that the British govern- 
ment infers that it would not have been 
“pproached unless the Dutch authorities 
were convinced that the Boer delegates 
row in Europe were willing to accept the 
eardinal points of the British peace 
terms, so frequently announced in pariia- 
ment. 

Lord Lansdowne, the foreign secretary, 
replied in friendly terms to the Nether-. 
lands’ proposals, but instituted inquiries 
in order to ascertain the extent of the 
powers delegated by Mr. Kruger and the 
other Boer representatives in Europe to 
6ct in behalf of the Boers in the field. 
Great doubt is expressed at the foreign 
office here as to whether any negotiations 
agreed to by the Boer delegates through 
the Dutch government or other channels 
will prove effectual. If Satisfactory guar- 
antees in this respect can be secured ne- 
gotiations will be begun immediately. 
This doubt in regard to the authority of 
Mr. Kruger and others to speak for the 
fighting burghers is perceptible in the 
statement Mr. Balfour made in the house 
of commons today, 


Caused a Sensation. 

The announcement of Mr. Balfour 
caused a sensation in the lobbies of par- 
liament. Lord Rosebery is generally 
credited with having brought about this 


movement on the part of the Dutch gov- 
ernment. 


It is recalled that the Dutch premier, 
Wr. Kuypers, in an interview published 
about Christmas time, was represented 
to have urged the impossibility of Hol- 
land’s intervening in South Africa unless 
she had reason to think both parties 
wished it. Consequently it is regarded as 
certain that the present movement was 
inspired by the Boer delegates. 

The Petit Bleu of Brussels, the organ 
of the Krugerites, flatly denied last night 
that the Boer delegates had charged any 
cne to make peace proposals and pro- 
fessed to be in entire ignow#nce of the 
Dutch communication. 

Those acquainted with Boer sentiments 
essert that Messrs. Fischer ald Wol- 
marens and Generals Schalkbergher and 
Botha are willing to recognize British an- 
nexation, while Mr. Kruger and Dr. 
Leyds, General Dewet and “President 
Steyn still insist upon independence. 

Therefore, at present, it is considered 
hopeless to arrive at any agreed basis of 
negotiations. 

Boers tiil Fighting. 

A long dispatch from Lord Kitchener, 
dated Johannesburg, Monday, January 
27, gives details of the military operations 
since January 21. They are mostly un- 
impcrtant, but indicative of continued aw 
tivity on the part of the Boers. General 
Methuen’s yeomanry got in trouble near 
Rietolei, western ‘Transvaal, and lost 
eight men killed, five wounded and forty- 
one made prisoners. The latter have since 
been released. This was off-set by General 
Bruce Hamilton’s pursuit of the Boers in 
the vicinity of Ermelo, Transvaal colony, 
resulting in the dispersal of a Boer laager 
at Nelspan. The Boers’ losses were two 
men killed, four wounded and ninety-four 
made prisoners, including Field Cornet 
Bevilliers, Captain De Jager and Lod- 
wate de Jager,-a former member of the 
first volksraad. In addition Colonel 
Plumer captured fifty-five Boers. 

Lord Kitchener reports that Field Cor- 
net Bodes’ command quarreled while lis- 
cusing the question of surrender. Bodes 
and three of his followers surrendered. 

The other encounters have already been 
reported. 

The week's Boer losses were thirty-one’ 
killed, twenty wounded, 322 made prison- 
ers and fifty-three men who surrendered, 


RANSOM MONEY NOT YET PAID. 


Brigands Hesitate About Releasing 
Miss Ellen M. Stone. 


Vienna, January 28.—A telegram has 


a 


been received here from Sofia saying that 


the brigands wish the liberation of Miss 
Stone, the captive American missionary, 
to take place upon Turkish territory and 
that the Turkish government will not 
consent to this arrangement unless it 
be advised of the time and place of the 
passage of the brigands across the fron- 
tier. The Turkish government also re- 
quires that a neutral escort accompany 
the brigands. 

Washington, January 2%.—The state de- 
partment today received a dispatch from 
the United States representatives in Tur- 
key regarding the case of Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the American missionary held by 
brigands, and her companion, Madame 
Tsilka. Its contents were disappointing, 
the captives not having, been released. 

Officials are averse to discussing the 
case freely, but it is understood the hes- 


itation of the brigands in bringing the 
matter to a prompt conclusion is due to 
their distrust of the attitude assumed by 
the Turkish authorities. The ransom 
money demanded has not yet been paid. 


SAILED TO BREAK BLOCKADE. 


Colombian Fleet Has Proceeded to 
Agna Dolce. 

Panama, Colombia, January 28.—The 
government steamers Boyaca, Chicuite 
and General Campo sailed from here this 
morning to make an attempt to break 
the blockade of Agua Dolce, where the 
revolutionary fleet was last seen, and 
to communicate with General Castro. 

Passengers who have arrived here re- 
port having seen a steamer towing two

Jurors Forced To Fight Their Way 
Into Prison—Victims Mur- 
dered Cashier.

barrisburg, Pa., January 2%.—Weston 
M. Keiper and Henry Rowe were hanged 
at 10:40 o’clock today in the Harrisburg 
jail yard in the presence of 1,000 persons 
for the murder of Charles W. Ryan. 
The crush for admission to the jail was 
go great that it required the combined 
efforts of the police force and the sher- 
iff’'s deputies to keep th® crowd away 
from the entrance. Several of the jurors 
were forced to fight their way through 
the crowd into the prison. 

Rowe and Keiper for several years 
worked in and about the mines at Ly- 
kens, Pa. On the morning of March 13 
last they visited the Halifax national 
bank, of Halifax, this county, and with 
drawn revolvers demanded of Cashier 
Charles W. Ryan the cash in the vault. 
They quickly gathered into a satzhel the 
loose money in the cash drawer, amount- 
ing to about $8,000. While one of them 
was fastening the lid of the satchel he 
laid his revolver on the cashier’s desk. 
Mr. Ryan seized the weapon and in a 
desperate struggle which ensued the 
cashier was shot in the breast, dying 
several hours later. Rowe and Keiper 
were captured by citizens. Within two 
weeks they were tried and convicted of 
first degree murder. Frank R. Scholey, 
an accomplice, pleaded guilt: as an ac- 
cessory and was sentenced to ten years 
in prison. t

In the meanwhile Mrs. Shaw recalled 
that she had hidden the diamonds in one 
of her old shoes. 

Former Governor Shaw then apologized 
to the chambermaid and gave her $10. 


PAYNE WAS IN THE COMPANY 


That Is Seeking To Secure Lease on 
Lands of Indians. 

Washington, January 28.—Secretary 
Hitchcock today sent to the senate all 
the papers on file in’ his office bearing 
upon the proposed lease of 640 acres of 
land in the Uintah Indian reservation in 
Utah to the Florente ‘Mining Company. 
In his letter of transmittal the s°cretary 
says he kas not given final consideration 
to the lease. The papers show that the 
company was organized in New Jersey 
in 1899 and that Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., 
and Henry C. Henderson, of New York; 
Henry C. Payne and Charles F. Pfister, 
of Milwaukee; William 8. Potwin and 
Leroy C. Thomas, of Chicago, and J. C. 
Thompson, of East Orange, N. J., were 
the directors first chosen. 

Mr. Payne was then selected as pres!l- 
dent and served until July 23, 1900, when 
he resigned both the offices of director 
and president of the compamy. At the 
same time Mr. Odell resigned his place 
as directcr and treasurer. Mr. Pfister 
was then chosen president and he con- 
tinues in that office. 


NO PRESENT FOR ROOSEVELT. 


President Cannot Accept Gift from 
the German Kaiser. 
Washington, January 28.—In the pres- 
€nt opinion of the officials here President 
Rocsevelt cannot accept any present from 
either Emperor William.or Prince Henry 
without authority from congress. An 
examination of the precedents is said to 
disclose the fact that while in many in- 
stances presidents apparently received 
presents from abroad, they never have 
retained these except. by express author- 
ity conferred by congress. In the other 
cases where the gifts have not been re- 
turned, the presents have been deposited 
by the president in the departmen: of 
state or in the Smithsonian jnstitution.

LEADS TO RIVER 


Express. Safe with Contents | 


Intact Found in the 
Edisto. 


THE PLUNDER SECURED 
PAYS FOR SHOTS FIRED 


Present Whereabouts of Robbers Is 
an Unknown Quantity — Gov- 
ernor To Offer Reward of 
$400 for Capture of 
Each of Men. 
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Charleston, 8. C., January 28.—Accord- 
ing to the latest advices from Branch- 
ville, developments concerning the ex- 
press robbery, so far as made public, are 
not important. 

It is known that after securing the 
express safe the robberp went to the 
house of a negro named’ Kearse and im- 
pressed his mule and wagon. The party 
then conveyed the safe to a point on 
the Edisto river, ‘some 6 miles from 
Fifty-Eight. Utterly failing to open it, 
they threw the safe into the river, where 
it was found this morning. The amount 
of plunder secured amounts, therefore, 
to about $13, enough to cover the cost of 
ammunition -expended. 


Bungling Work Looks Local. 


The bungling work of the robbers and 
their want of expert knowledge point un- 
mistakably to local talent. It is said that 
scme clews are in the hands of the ex- 
press officials, but these are not given to 
the public. 

Governor McSweeney has urged the 
sheriff of Orangeburg, Colleton, Dorches- 
ter and Charleston counties and Rich- 
mond county, Georgia, to combine forces 
for the capture of the robbers. The sher- 
iff of Charleston county this morning 
sent to the scene of the robbery a posse 
of well armed men, and prepared for the 
chase. . 

The express officials here refused to- 
day to make any specific statements con- 
cerning the amount of money contained 
in the safes. They stated. however, that 
the through safe contained less than 
$500. 


Governor To Offer Reward. 


Columbia, 8. C., January 28.—(Spectal.} 
At daylight this morning Governor Mc: 
Sweeney telegraphed the sheriffs of Dor- 
chester, Orangeburg, Colleton and 
Charleston counties to organize posses 
and begin search for the robbers whe 
held up the Charleston-Columbia South- 
ern railway train near Branchville last 
night. At the same time express of- 
ficials left here with two noted man- 
running hounds. These were augmented 
by bloodhounds kept at the Orarmgeburg 
and Dorchester jails. Sheriff Dukes, of 
Orangeburg, was on the scene after the 
robbery with a posse and the chase be- 
gan. 

The dogs picked up the trail of the 
robbers and went off rapidly. Before 
midday the posse believed they were 
pressing the outlaws. The dogs came to 
the Edisto river and it was evident the 
wagon had been backed up to the bank. 
Search under the water revealed the safe 
stolen from the express car. A rope was 
attached to it and it had not been 
opened. 

Express officials refuse to atate the 
amount of money recovered. The pur- 
suit of the robbers continues. 

The governor will tomorrow publish a 
proclamation offering $4°5 for the capture 
of each of the men. The seven men are 
staying together an2 struck into. the 
Edisto river swamp. All are armed with 
winchesters. They riddled the tender, 
express and baggage cars last night. 


Incidents of the Robbery. 

While the train was held up two men 
guarded the doors of the passenger 
coaches. They said they had no desire 
to rob the passengers—only wanied fie 
money from “that. d—d express com- 
pany.’’ 

One young man seated by a 
woamn to whom he was attentive at- 
tempted to quiet her alarm when the 
fusillade of shots began by drawing a 
revolver and assuring her he would save 
her from harm. When the guard thrust 
a rifle barrel through the door he, with 
the others. sought shelter behind seats. 

A rifle ball parted the hair of Engineer 
Reynolds in the middle. 

There is universal belief that Bartow 
Warren was the leader of a band of rob- 
bers who live near Branchville. 

Among the passengers on No. 11 were 
several members of the state legislature 
who had been home to spend Sunday. 
Mr. Seabrook, of Charleston, had a con- 
siderable sum of money in his pocket 
and he took refuge under a seat in the 
car. 

Captain J. W. Hill, of Colleton, a ven- 
erable. legislator, is the hero of the 
hold-up. He drew his pocket knife and 
went out among the robbers, but they 
drove, hifm tack at the point of a win- 
chester. Later Captain Hill went through 
the car seeking a pistol. The only weap- 
on ‘he could find was a 22-caliber: pisto!

The best friend 
of the race are those of it and con- 
cerned about it who.advise it to share 
quietly the government and equal laws 
which the white people intelligently 
and patriotically establish for the en- 
tire body politic of all races.

Late Dr: Walker, of Eatonton, At- 
tended Confederate Leader. 


Two \FINGERS WERE BROKEN 


Horse of General Being Scared, 
Startes Suddenly, Throwing

Dr. N. 8. Walker, a prominent physician 
and citizen of this county, who died a 
few days ago, was surgeon of the Forty- 
fourth Georgia regiment in the civil war.

HE COULD NOT LEGALLY 
REFUSE 10 GRANT CHARTER 


Application for Right To Operate a 
Steam Heating Plant Was 
Stricken—Company Incor- 
porated with a Capi- 
tal of $3,000,000. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yesterday 
granted a charter’ to the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company, under which cor- 
porate name it is proposed to consdlidate 
the two street railway systems of At- 
lanta. 

Secretary Cook the 


befcre granting 


_ charter gave careful consideration to the 


protest against it by Councilman John C. 
Reed and others, constituting a commit- 
tee of council, appointed for the purpose 
of filing this protest. Secretary Cook had 
heard nothing further from the commit- 
tee, and supposed it was the committee's 
degire simply for him to consider the pro- 
test as filed. This he did, consulting with 
Attorney General J. M. Terrell as to the 
law in the case, and being advised that 
he could not legally refuse to grant the 
charter if the application for it complied 
with the terms of the general law. 

Prior to granting the charter Secre- 
tary Cook prepared his answer to the 
committee's protest, which he took up 
paragraph by paragraph and answered 
each specifically. He holds that none 
of the committee's objections is valid 
against granting the cherter, and cites 
the terms of certain sections of the code 
relative to grenting charters to strvet 
railway companies. In its application 
the Georgia Railway and E.ectric Com- 
pany has complied with the general law, 
it is stated, and there is no reason, there- 
fore, for refusing the charter. 

Secretary Cook holds that he cannot be 
a judge of the intentions of any parties 
who apply for a charter; if they subse- 
quently violate any law, state or munic- 
ipal, then ample remedy is afforded in the 
courts. 

The portion of the petition asking the 
right to operate a steam heating plant 
wag stricken from it, and in answer to 
the protest on that ground Secretary 
Cock simply states that no such powers 


are requested.

The application for the charter of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
was filed in the office of the secretary of 
state by Alex C. King, of the firm of 
King & Spaiding.

Strengthen 
your system by drivfng out germs of 
disease through blood purified by Hood's 
Sarsaparille., the best. medicine that 
money can buy. It never disappoints. 


railroads, are vested with the express 
right to ‘“‘ttake and convey persons or 
property over such railrcads by the use 
of steam, animals, electricity or other 
mechanical power, and to receive com- 
pensation therefor.’’ 

Paragraph 7, section 2167, code. 


City’s Consent Not Necessary. 


3. The prior action or consent of the 
city of Atlanta or other municipality is 
not a condition precedent to the exercise 
of the authority conferred upon this de- 
partment of the state government, and 
neither such action nor the lack of it 
could affect the power or duty of this 
Cffice to grant proper letters of incorpo- 
ration. : 

4. It is difficult to comprehend the ob- 
jection contained“in the fourth ground of 
this protest, to the effect that the term 
of 101 years applied for is too long. un- 
usual and improper, as the legislature, 
the only tribunal capable of determining 
such question, sanctions an incorpora- 
tion for such a period; and this period of 
corporate life is permitted to all. who 
wish to apply to thig office for a similar 
charter. 

5. The application filed in this depart- 
ment by the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company does not ask for authority 
or power to own or operate a steam heat- 
ing plant or plants. 

6. The general railroad law gives all 
railroad companies the right to sell and 
transfer its franchises, and the restric- 
tion of such right to transfer a franchise 
upon the streets of a city is one that 
must be provided for in the original grant 
given by the municipality, and is not a 
matter with which this department is 
concerned. 

7. The application for a charter to own 
and operate a street raflroad upon cer- 
tain streets (naming them) and upon “all 
other’ streets of a city, tn an applica- 
tion complying with the statute, and suf- 
ficiently explicit to authorize the grant 
of articles of incorporation. 


Cannot Judge Intention. 


8. This department has no-way of as- 
certaining the intention of applicants for 
incorporation except from the written dec- 
laration of purposes made under the pro- 
visions of the statute, and filed in this 
office. ‘The ownership of two or more 
railroads may not only be legal) but high- 
ly desirable, even if such purpose exists, 
and thé question as to whether such con- 
solidation contravenes the provisions of 
the constitution, and lessens competition, 
as declared by the supreme court of 
Georgia. is a question of fact to be de- 
termined by the courts. In the 109 Geor- 


gia the court virtually decided that such 


) 


competition as was contemplated by the 
constitutional provision referred to could 
hardly exist as between street railways. 

§ The right to incorporate for the pur- 
pose of owning and operating street rail- 
ways under the law of Georgia is given 
to all persons who comply with the pro- 
visions of the statute. The right of one 
railroad to purchase the property and 
franchises of another is also given by the 
law, with due regard to certain constitu- 
tional provisions. If any contract right 
of a municipality is transgressed or in- 
fringed. ample avenues of redress are 
afforded by the law. No ordinance of 
any municipality can deprive citizens of 
the right to avail themselves of the privi- 
leges of incorporation afforded by the law 
of the state. 

10. There is no provision of law requir- 
ing such specifications those, the ab- 
sence of which from application for 
a charter is, in t paragraph, com- 
plained of. 

The objections urged furnish no _ legal 
reason for a denial of the petition of ap- 
plicants for incorporation as prayed for.

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OUT OF GRAVE 
~ COMES VOODOO 


Mysterious Occurrence Is 
Brought to Light in 
Adairsville. 


? 


TOMB IS DESECRATED; 
RIGHT HAND CUT OFF 


Man Had Been Buried Thirty Years. 
Believed Negro Committed Deed 
To Secure Charm Which 
He Believed Would 
Ward Off Evil. 


Adeirsville’ Ga., January 28.—(Special.) 
One of the most mysterious. cases of ne- 
gro superstition has just come to light 
near here. The grave of Godfrey Barnes- 
ly, who has been buried for more than 
thirty years, was found opened ani his 
right hand had been cut off, evidently by 
a negro for the purpose of obtaining the 
first joint of the middle finger as a charm. 

The grave is located on the old Barnes- 
ly estate, 6 miles from here. When it 
was found disturbed an investigatioa fol- 
lowed. 

It was first thought the motive might 
have been robbery, as there were stories 
around to the effect that Barnesly had 
been buried with a lot cf money and 
jewelry. Relatives, however, say this 
was not the case. Indeed, upon investiga- 
tion the body seemed not to have been 
tampered with except in the cutting off-of 
the hand. It was ina fairly good state of 
preservation, exicept that the flesh, of 
course, had withered away and crumbled 
ta dust. 

Hand Was Severed. 

The hand, however, was missing, and 
it is-explained on the theory of the negro 
superstition that if a person carries al- 
ways with him the first joint of the mid- 
dle finger of a man who has been buried, 
he will never be arrested, no maiter what 
crime he may commit. 

Circumstantial evidence points. strongly 
toward a negro ‘who has been loafing 
around Adairsville for some time. He bor- 
rowed a wrap recently from a party for 
the purpose of attending to some work, 
eas he said. When the wrap was returned 
it contained red mud. An examination 
shows it was practically the same as that 
found in the grave. 

The negro has also made some remarks 
about a charm he possessed that would 
prevent him from being arrested. Since 
the discovery of the opened grave the 
negro has not been seen around the com- 
munity. 


TRAVELING MAN IS KILLED. 


M. D. Bartleson, of Macon, Fatally 
Shot in Miorida. 

Miami, Fla., January 2§.—Mark D. 
Bartleson, one of the best known travel- 
ing men in the south, representing a Ma- 
con house, was shot and killed here this 
morning by James O. Williams, of this 
city.

CAUSTIC CHARGES ARE MADE. 


PARCHMAN MAKES ACCUSATION 
AGAINST KINCANNON. 


Says Commissioner Started Trouble 
When Warden Declined To Make 
Requested Appointments. 


Jackson, Miss., January 28.—(Special.)— 
The proceedings of the penitentiary in- 
vestigating committec were considerably 
enlivened tonight by the open charge of 
Warden Parchman.

St. Louis, January 28.—A number of 
witnesses, among them former members 
of the city council and house of dele- 
gates, were examined today by the grand 
jury that is investigating the Suburban 
street railway bribery case. It was 
stated by Circuit Attorney Folk this 
Pafternoon that in all probability new ar- 
rests in connection with the case would 
not be before tonight, possibly not until 
Wednesday. 

Recently after the $135,000 said to have 
been deposited by the Suburban Railway 
Company, or its representatives, had laid 
in safety deposit boxes more than a year, 
renewed demand was made upon the 
holder of the Suburban for the keys to 
the safety deposit boxes for the money. 
This demand being refused, it is said that 
a compromise of half the money was 
offered by the combine representative. 

At this juncture, on the advice of at- 
torneys. Charles P. Turner, president of 
the Suburban railway; T. M. Jenking, 
general manager, and Philip Stoeck, said 
to be the Suburban’s representatives, ap- 
peared voluntarily before the grand jury 
and told Franklin all the facts in the 
case. 

Circuit Attorney Falk in the course of 
an interview today said: 

“The state of affairs disclosed by the 
evidence brought before the grand jury 
in the bribery matter is appalling. It 
shows that many of the charges that 
have b2en made of corruption are only 
too true. 

“In the municipal assembly it seems 
that there has ben a combine that made 
a practice of holding up, soliciting bribes 
from parties whose bills were before the 
legislative body and either revise or de- 
feat the measure unless certain sums of 
money were put up for the benefit of 
certain members to secure favorable ac- 
tion.

Limited on New York Central Strikes 
Switch Engine. 

Syracuse, N. Y., January 28.—The sec- 
ond section of the New York 
Central limited, eastbound, struck 
a switch -— engine standing on the 
track in front of the Oneida 
station.

BURTON THREATENS SUICIDE. 


HE DECLARES HIS INTENTION 
TO END HIS LIFE. 


Writes Farewell to Children—Note 
Is Found and Man Is Held 
by the Police. 

Macon, Ga., January 28.—(Special.)—R. 
S. Burton, a well-known newspaper man 
of this state, who has been a resident of 
Eastman, Ga., for a number of years, and 
who has had charge of a newspaper at 
Cordele for the past several months, was 
arrested here today and locked up at the 
police station to keep him from commit- 
ting suicide. 

Mr. Burton was summoned here last 
week from Cordele as a juror in the 
United States court. Since his arrival 
here, it is said, he has been constantly, 
more or less, under’ the influence of 
liquor. This morning he declared his in- 
tention of killing himself. Friends to 
whom Burton made this statement did 
not take it seriously, and in a short while 
forgot about it. 

Mr. Burton went to a saloon on Mul- 
berry street, and while being served he 
took out a note book, tore a sheet of 
paper from it and wrote a note on it. 
When he had left the place the saloon 
proprietor found the note Burton had 
written on the table. The note read as 
follows: 

‘*Macon, Ga., January 28, 1902.—Tg Alon- 
zo M. Burton and Annie K. Radcliffe. My 
Dear Children: I just simply cannot live 
in this old world any longer with no one 
to love me, and I have determined to 
make room for some one more worthy to 
fill my place, and the space that I oc- 
cupy. Be good children and meet your 


sainted mother in heaven. Farewell for- 
ever, S. BURTON.” 


Detective Jenkins was sent out to find’ 


Burton, and in an hour or so accomplished 
his mission. Burton atcompantied the de- 
tective to the police station, where he 
was searched. A pistol and a bottle of 
laudanum were found on his person. Bur- 
ton was locked up, and the police notified 
his son at Bastman. He declared that 
if he was locked up it would only delay 
his suicide, as he was determined to end 
his existence. His son is looked for ‘to- 
night. 

Burton is well known in this section of 
the state. His wife died last summer, 
and since her death -Burton has been 
drinking very heavily.

Helena, Ark., January 28.—Three loaded 
freight cars on the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley incline oppisite this place were 
dumped into the Mississippi river last 
night by the breaking of a coupling pin. 
W. B. Snipe, lagman, wus drowned. The 
cars were wrecked.

The funeral of James Beach occurred) 
this.morning at 10 o’clock from the Beach 
home on Lee avenue. It was largely at- 
tended. Young Beach was very popular 
in Waycross, gnd his death Saturday 
night spread a gloom over the entire com- 
munity. He was the idol of his parents 
and the first member of the family to 
die. The funeral was conducted by Rev. 
W. H. Scruggs, and the interment was 
at the Lott cemetery.

FE. Creel, a prosperous and popular farm- 
er of Mandeville, this county, has an- 
nounced his candidacy for. tax-collector 
of this ccunty for the next term.

PARK BUILDINGS 
IN TRACK'S WAY 


Plans Practically Complete for 
Mile Track at Piedmont 


hl 


Machinery Hall and the Forestry 
Building Will Have To Come 
Down To Make Room for 
Track—Lake To Be in 
the Center. 


It Is beginning to look ae if Atlanta is 
at last to have a good mile race track. 
For years there has been talk of a mile 
track in Atlanta and dozens of people in- 
terested in horse racing have talked the 
taatter over, but nothing has ever been 
dore. The desire to have good horse 
racing here, however, has steadily in- 
creased and last weex Joe Ullman, the 
wealthy bookmaker, came here tc look 
the field over. Mr. Ullman went over 
the ground at Piedmont Park and before 
he got through figured it out that one 
of the best mile tracks in the country 
could be built by circling the lake, taking 
in part of the old ball grounds and taking 
down the old forestry and machinery 
buildings. Mr. Wilman went over the 
fiel€ with engineers and had them make 
a survey for the proposed track. His 
idex was when here that it would take 
about $80,000 or a $100,000 to build the 
track, owing to the grading and filling 
that would have to be done. The en- 
gineer at work on the estimates have not 
completed the work as yet, but they have 
gone far enough to state that the track 
can be built for between $20,00 and $2%,- 
600. It wiH be a standard mile track, 
with two stretches cf a quarter each, 
and two quarter-mile curves. The lower 
turn will be on the dam at the lower end 
of the lake and ths upper turn about the 
center of the cid bal! ground. The for- 
estry and machinery hall will have to 
come down and cne end of the present 
track will have to come off. The en- 
gineer will complete their estimates this 
week and the plans and estimates will be 
sent at once to Mr. Ullman at Hot 
Springs, ‘Ark. Friends of Mr. Uliman say 
that the track will certainly be built and 
when it is Atlanta will be made the great- 
est racing center in the south. |

Pistols and Knives Used Near Belt 
Junction—County Police Make 
Three Arrests. 

A dispute over their family financial 
affaires between Will and Mattie John- 
son, two negroes, terminated in what 
came near being a gerious riot. Monday 
night néar Belt Junction. As a result 
Will and Mattie and Polffe Glosson, an- 
other negro woman, are in the Tower. 
having béen arrested by County Police- 
men Dunbar and Cheshire.- Mattie has a 
bad cut across hor head, made with a 

razor or knife. 

The riot occurred in a negro bcarding 
house near Belt Junction and was par- 
ticipated in by about twenty negroes. 
Pistols and knives were used and the 
officers have in their possession a razor 
wielded by one of the combatants. It is 
not known whether any of the negroes, 
who escaped, bear marks of the encoun- 
ter or not. So far as is known to the 
officers, Mattie Johnson was the only one 
hurt. County police are endeavoring to 
epprehend the remainder of the rioters. 

Just what caused the .entire crowd of 
negroes tO become involved in the gen- 
eraf fight is not known. Jchnson and his 
wife, it appears, began disputing among 
themselves, but it was only a short time 
until the boarding house was fn an up- 
roar and the crowd of negToeg,were mix- 
ing in a general melee. Pistols were 
pulled and several shots fired, which im- 
creased the pandemcnium. Keen blades 
flashed in the air and for a while the 
situation was serious. During the fight 
some one drew a knife or razor across 
Mattie Johnson’s head. After a time the 
negroes quieted down and dispersed.

At- 
lanta for several days, called on Gov- 
ernor Candler yesterday in pursuance of 
his mission to Georgia, and algo met Com- 
missioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens, 
Secv-etary of State Fhil Cook and other 
state house officials, all of whom mani- 
fesied an interest in the work he has in 
har.4. 

Mr. Kendrick is here for the purpose 
of meeting the manufacturers, especially 
the textile manufacturers of Georgia, and 
urging them to make exhibits at the St. 
Louls exposition. He is empowered to 
assure them that every possible induce- 
ment will be offered them, and says it is 
contemplated to have the most, extensive 
textile exhibition at St. Leuis that the 


world hag ever seen. 

Governor Candler informed Mr. Ken- 
drick of. the resolution passed by the leg- 
islature at its last session authorizing 
the appointment of a commission to at- 
tend to the matter of a Georgia exhibit 
at St. Lculs. Ths commission is to have 
as its executive heads the commissioner 
of agriculture, the state geologist and one 
citizen to be appointed by the governor, 
while there will also be two members 
of it appcinted fram each corgressione! 
district. The governor hag not yet made 
these apointments, but will take the mat- 
ter under consideration at an early date. 

Governor Candler and the other state 
houre officials assured Mr. Kendrick ‘that 
they would do everything ip their power 
to bring the matter into public promi- 
nence and to see that Georgia wes prop- 
érly reprerented at St. Louis. 

Mr. Kendrick Talks. 

“I have just started out on a trip 
through Georgia, South Carolina and 
North Carolina,’’ Mr. Kendrick said, ‘‘for 
the purpose of meeiing the textile manu- 
facturers and urging them to make good 
exhibits at the St. Louis exposition. I 
have not seen many of them so far, but 
as far as I have gone I have been much 
encouraged and have reason to feél that 
the plans to have the record textile ex- 
hibit at St. Louls will meet with ful suc- 
cess. 

“Heretofore textile exhibits at exposi- 
tlons have been few and small, prfmcipal- 
ly bé@cause of the hard conditions met 
with. The officers and directors of the St. 
Louis expositicn have determined to 
make such conditions as will satisfy all. 
The space will be absolutely free, and 
every exhibitor will be allowed as much 
as is desired. Then it has been deter- 
mined to furnish power and lights at the 
lowest possible figure, practically at cost. 
Other things will be wone looking to say- 
ing money to the exhibitors. 

“There is a great desire in St. Louia to 

have a complete exhibit there from Geor- 
gia, both on account of the cvlonial fla- 
vor of the state, and because of its mag- 
nificent resources. It is thougrt that no 
state Can better illustrate the great prog- 
ress of the south both in agriculture and 
in the manufacturing arts. I am anxioug 
to see Georgia well rcpresented and will 
do all I can toward that end. I will be 
in a position to see that the state gets 
all the space needed for her exhibits. 
and for a state building if she is to have 
one. \ 
“The Cotten States exposition held in 
Atlanta in 18% is considered by the St. 
Louis people one of the best expositions 
ever given in the south. It was conduct- 
ed on a good business basis, and present- 
ed a splendid display of the south’s re- 
sources. It has furnished many ideas to 
the people in charg of the St. “Louis ex- 
1 osition. 

“I shall see the manufacturers of At- 
lanta and vicinity tomorrow and siate my 
plars to them. I am also going to Spar- 
tanburg, 8S. C., and Charlotte, N. C., after 
leaving Atlamta.’’ 

Mr. Kendrick said the exposition bzard 
at St. Louis was composed of some of the 
best and most progressive men of that 
city, and they are giving much of their 
time to the work in hand. 

Among other things there will be ex- 
hibits of textile schosls at the exposition 
and the Georgia School of Technology, 
among other industrial schools, will be 
asked to cooperate and to use such space 
as it desires. 

Constitutional Question. 

The question is raised as to whether it 
will be constitutional for the atate ty 
make an appropriation for an exhibit or 
for a state building at the St. Louis ex- 
position. Some appear to think that such 
‘an appropriation’ would be in violation of 
the constitution, while there are others

Governor Candler is among the latter 
class. The constitution prohibits the leg- 
islature from making any gratuity or 
donation in favor of any person, corpora- 
tion or association, erd the only question 
is whether an appropriation for adveriis- 
ing the state’s resources at an exposition 
&s is proposed, would come within the 
terms of this prohibition. 

“I do not think an apropriation for such 
& purpose would be in violation of the 
constitution,’’ Governor Candler said yés- 
terday. “It would not be a donation in 
favor of any person, corpcration or as- 
sociation, but would be for the interests 
of the state, to advertise the state’s re- 
sources with a view to attracting immi- 
gration ard building it up. I know there 
are Many Who take the opposite view, 
but I cannot see wherein the terms of the 
constitution would be violated thereby.”’

COLD WAVE TURNED BAST 


Unexpected Low Which Developed in 
Texas Changed Conditions. 


BAD PROSPECT FOR TODAY 


Both High and Low Wiil Be Felt-in 
a Cold, Wet Day—An Unusual 
Condition. 


The cold wave, which was predicted 
by the weather bureau so confidently, 
failed to materialize yesterday, and now 
the officials of that branch of the govern- 
ment service annourge th: there will be 
no cold wave at all just at thia t.™me. 

An area of low pressure, which devel- 


oped unexpectedly in the lower portion of 
Texas, knocked all the predictions of the 
bureau into a cocked hat and for once it 
must be admitted that between the fore- 
cast and the actual weather there still 
exists a difference which is past all 
reconciliation. 

Ever since Friday colder weathe? has 
been promised. The people have been 
warned that a blizzard was in store for 
them and told to prepare for thé worst. 

The stories of zero weather which have 
come from the northwest sent a chill to 
the hearts of those citizens of Atlanta 
who are peculiarly sensitive to cold. Many 
a true son of the sunny south has in- 
wardly breathed a malediction on the 
frozen north with*the muttered statement 
that we would be giad for it to keep its 
plizzards to itself. 

The coal dealers have been doing a 
land office business, while the plumbers, 
in anticipation of the harvest In store 
for them, had already begun to spend 
the money which they expected to wring 
from the shivering citizens of Atlayta 
when the ice god had taken poussession 
of the city and bursted pipes were again 
the order of the day. 

Evepybody las been preparing for cold 
weather. The business man has taken 
his overcoat to his office with him every 
morning. Colonel Marbury had promised 
a blizzard that would be long rememb:?r- 
ed and he did not propose to be caught 
in ‘t. 

As the days have passed and no cold 
wave has appeared Atlanta has proved 
itself very rich in that wise class of cit- 
izens who knew all the time that no cold 
wave was coming and the weather bureau 
and the newspapers have been made the 
target of much raillery and an awful 
lot of very poor wit. 

Last night the weather officials an- 
nounced that the cold wave had gone to 
the southeast and that Atlanta would 
miss it after all. The orea of low pres- 
sure which developed in Texas caused 
easterly winds to prevail. As a result, 
the extreme cold which has held the 
northwest in its grasp for the few days 
past will go to the northeast and not 
the south. 

Another result will be that Atlanta will 
have very peculiar atmospheric conditions 
today. All during the day effects from 
both the ‘“‘high’’ which is now centered 
about Detroit and the “low’’ which has 
Corpus Christi for its center will be felt. 

The “high’’ will cause the temperature 
to remain very near the freezing point 
all day long, while the “low” will cause 
an abundance of moisturm. 

The outlook for the day is consequently 
quite unpromising—that of a cold, rainy 
day. For Wednesday continued rain is 
predicted. 

The thermometer ranged from $31 to 42 
yesterday.

FOR FORGERY 


Alleged Crook Is Fined and 
Bound Over in $1,000 
Bond by Recorder. 


MANY BUSINESS FIRMS 
WERE DUPED BY FRAUD 


Business Guide Was a Fake—Con- 
tracts for Advertisements Were 
Altered—Defendant Claimed 
He Was a Victim of 
the Swindlers. 


Edmund J. Sarpy, alleged crook, who 
was arrest?d on the charge of swindling 
over one hundred business houses in the 
city with forged contracts, was fined $100 
and held in 2 $1,000 bend fcr forgery by 
the recorder yesterday efternoon. The 
fine Was for doing business without a 
license. 

The case is one of the most interesting 
that has been prosecuted »y the police 
in Atlanta in a long while. 

Sarpy is a tall, dyspeptic locking young 
man, well dressed, but showing signs of 
a life which had evideritly not been all 
roses and sunshire. He claimed to be an 
innocent party in the story of fraud, but 
the officers connected him with the 
transaction in such a way as to force the 
recorder to the opinion that the defend- 
ant was in the scheme which has been 
worked throughout the south to defraud 
advertisers. 

How the Scheme Is Worked. 

The swindling scheme, as brought out 
in the evidence, is as follows: 

A man go2es to a city or 
solicits advertisements for a  hbusiness 
guide, and contiacts to give business 
firms a card for a small consideration. A 
few weeks later another man turns up 
with a book containing the advertise- 
ments, and he proceeds to collect. 

The contracts, which bear the genuine 
signatures of the advertisers, have all 
been altered so that the amounts to be 
paid have all been gratly increased. It 
is a question of memory with the person 
who signed the contract, and in most 
cases the amount dema:.ded is paid, The 
business guide is a bogus book, some old 
railroad guide, into which the advertise- 
ments have been carefully pasted. Only 
a few copics cf the book are gotten up, 
end merely tor the purpose of making the 
collections for the ads. The contracts are 
changed by erasing the original figures 
and inserting larger ones. The erasing 
is probably done with some kind of acid. 
Atlanta Gets a Benefit.

Commercial Guide.’’ 

Two Worked the Game. 

It was shown in court yesterday th 
Sarpy and Dobson had roomed together 
at the corner of Edgewood avenue and 
Ivy streets. Dobson left the city to work 
some cther town and Sarpy remained be- 
hind with his bogus book and the altered 
contracts. 

It was stated on the guide that it was 
published by the Guarantee Publishing 
Company, of Baltimore. The chief of po- 
lice of Baltimore wired the chief of police 
of Atlanta that there was no such pub- 
lishing house in Baltimore. The guide 
also stated that the publishets had a 
branch house in Ailanta at the corner of 
Ivy street and Edgewood avenue. The 
“branch house’’ was a rocm where Sarpy 
and Dobson slept and where they changed 
the cor.tracts and pasted the advertise- 
ments into an old railrcad guide. 

The bogus guide was bcund cver some- 
where in Atlanta, and the detectives say 
they will ascertain where it was done and 
who did it.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, January 28.—A successful turn 
was made against the shofts today in the 
stock market. How far the day's demand for 
stocks represented new buying from outside 
sources can only be conjectured. Conditions 
which were made the ground for selling yes- 
terdey remained unaltered today, without af- 
fecting the strong tendency toward recovery. 
The weakness in the grain markets, whiph 
yesterday was made the basis of rumors of 
financial troubles, was turned to a bull ar- 
gument today as showing good conditions for 
the winter wheat crop. The reports of De- 
cember net earnings of the Erie and the 
Reading system were ignored, The decrease 
in net earnihgs for the Erie for the month 
was $118,163, and the decrease in the sur- 
plus of the Reading for the same period was 
$2!8,248. The Southern Railway also report- 
ed a decrease in net earnings for the same 
month of »88,700. All of these stocks were 
quite conspicuous for activity and strength. 
It is thought that part of the recent selling 
of the coalers has been in anticipation of 
this showing, and that today’s buying was 
short covering. These vagaries of sentiment 
indicate the professional character of the trad- 
ing. The most important influence in the ad- 
vance was the stimulating effect of the strong 
recovery of 3 more points in Amalgamated 
Copper. The trading in this stock was almost 
twice as great as those in any other one stock, 
The advance was taken by speculators to in- 
dicate a sentiment in favor of an advance by 
the Standard Oil party, which has long been 
supposed to favor quietude in speculation. 
Coupled with a published utterance of J. P. 
Morgan expressing CuitucNnee Li tee fe Nhe 
nance of the country’s prosperity, the effect 
was to impress speculators with the idea that 
the great financial powers were again in ac- 
cord in favoring high prices for stocks. The 
movement upward broaderf@d and gained force 
up to the close, which was at about the best 
and strong.

COUNTY POLICE REPORT. 


Excellent Work Indicated by Report 

of Chief Turner. 

Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county police 
department, has prepared a report, show- 
ing the work accomplished bv the de- 
partment from January 1, 1901, to the 
present time. The report gives a com- 
prehensive idea of what the county police 
are doing and demonstrates their value 
as a feature of the county government. 

During the time specified 492 arrests 
were madé, of which number 300 were 
tried, 108 were found not guilty or the 
cases were nol prossed or dismissed; 
there are 68 defendants on bond and 16 in 
jail. The total fines imposed in misde- 
meanor cases amcunts tc $11,770 and the 
total time in the county chaingang 
amounts to T17 years. The penitentiary 
sentences retfed 44 years, wit! the ad-i- 
ticn of one life sentence, given a negro 
fcr murder. Forty-one arrests were made 
on city charges, in which fines amounting 
te $651.25 were imposed. Five fugitives, 
wanted in other places, were arrested 
and delivered to the sheriffs of their re- 
spective counties. 

These items show that excellent service 
has been rendered and it has been accom- 
plished with 2 force compcesed of a chief 
and: twelve men. The work has been 
eenfincd not alone to the country dis- 
tricts of the county, Du: 41 arrests were 
trade for violaticns of city laws. Chief 
Turner and his men kevp on the alert, 
and their work shows that they have been 
watchful and energetic. 

‘The county’ is divided into districts, 
and -ech district is patrolled by men 
mounted. The presence of the county 
police has broken up much vice and 
crime that formerly held sway just out- 
vide of the city before the department 
was created. Maty quiet games, played 
fn secluded spots, have been raided and 
the gamblers locked behind the bars of 
the Tower. The work-of the county po- 
lice has greatly increased the business of 
the city criminal court and the criminal!

NO CRITICISM OF OFFICERS. 


Dr. Broughton Says Baptist Minis- 
ters Did Not Cast Reflections 
Upon the Jail Authorities. 

In speaking yesterday of the account of 
The Constitution of the meeting of the 
Baptist pastors of Atlanta, Rev. Len G. 

Broughton said: 

“T notice in this morning’s Constitution 
that the Baptist pastors’ conference at 
its session yesterday passed criticisms 
upon the meandgement of’ the Fulton 
county jail for not allowing the prisoncrs 
to assemble for preaching purposes. You 
intimete that there is perhaps tobe a 
fight against the officers in charge over 
this matter. I hope you will’allow me to 
correct this fmpressicn. 

“T was present at the conference and 
can state positively that there was not 
the slightest criticism of the jail author- 
ities. It was a matter of general regret 
that there was no place prepared for re- 
iigious mectings in the construction of the 
fail, but so far ag casting any blame upoa 
the. management of the jail, such 1 thing 
was not hinted at. There was some crit- 
icism expressed upon the state convict 
System in Georgia. I am responsible for 
that myself. I did state that I was 
against hiring out our convicts to private 
interests. I think it cruel and uncivilized. 
But the Fulton county jail was in no 
sense a subject of criticism. The pastors’ 
conference has all confidence in the man- 
agement of that institution. I am sure 
I voice the sentiment of every Baptist 
pastor in the conforence.”’

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RAILWAY -NOTES. 


Will the L. & N. Get the C. & E. L? 

The belief that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will soon get possession of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois is gaining 
strength every day. 

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois, to- 
gether with the Evansville and Terre 
Haute, is the Louisville and Nashville's 
Chicago connection, and it {s said that 
the Louisville and Nashville is not will- 
ing to risk its northwestern business on 
the strength of a traffic agreement. Rail- 
roads, and even systems, now change 
hands quickly. Should some unfriendly 
road get control of the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois it seems very likely that the 
Louisville and Nashville would be bot- 
tled up at Evansville so far as Chicago 


business is concerned. 

In order to render such a contingency 
impossible it is claimed that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville is making a deter- 
mined effort to get possession of the 
stock of the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois. 

New York, January 28.—The Commer- 
cial Advertiser said today: 

“There is a growing belief among rail- 
road men that negotiations are progress- 
ing for the transfer of the control of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad 
to the Louisville and Nashville system. 
The recent denial by President Proctor, 
of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, that 
no change had t#-.en place in the control 
of that road was coupled with the state- 
menf that the Louisville and Nashville 
interests had offered $140 per share for 
the préferred stock and $160 per share 
for the common stock, and that this offer 
had been refused. 

‘“‘Report in Wall street. is that the 
Louisville and Nashville people are pre- 
pared to increase their figures and that 
there is a strong probability that a mu- 
tually satisfactory purchase price will be 
agreed upon between the Louisville and 
Nashville management and the holders 
of a majoritv of the Chicago and Easter 
Illinois stock.” : 


Florida Game Laws. 

Lee McLendon, freight and passenger 
agent of the Plant svstem of railways 
with offices in Atlanta, has had fur- 
nished him arcurate information about 
the game and fich laws of Florida, which 
information will he of value to sports- 
men who visit Florida. Extracts from 
tiese laws are given below: 

Wild duck may not be shot between April | 
and October |. 

Deer may not be “‘hunted. chased. killed or 
otherwise molested’’ during the months of Oc- 
toher. November. December and Januarv, n- 
der nenaltv of a fine of $100 for each deer 
killed or imprisonment in the countv jail for 
not more than six months. nor less than three 
months—at hard labor. During these months 
no person ehall have, sell or transport veni- 
son or deer hide. No person shall kill more 
than five deer in one vear. 

Wild turkey and quail or partridge may not 
be hunted or killed. excent from November |] 
to March |; provided, that this vrohibition 
does not apply to private grounds or pre- 
serves. These shall not be trapped except on 
private grounds. At no time must one person 
kill more than four turkeys or twenty-five 
quail in one day: no party shall kill more 
than six turkeys or fifty quail in one day. 

Hunting parties may take game home with 
them, but, otherwise, the common carrier. 
firm or agent that shall transport game across 
county lines ehall be liable to imprisonment 
or fine. Game so carried may not be sold or 
offered for sale. 

Nonresidents must obtain a license from the 
clerk of the circuit court upon the payment of 
a fee of $10 before hunting or killing any 
wild deer, turkey or quail—such license to be 
valid only in the county granting it as afore- 
said. 

No fish may be caught with nets or seines 
between June 15 and August 15: no mullet 
may be caught and killed between November 
15 and December 31; provided, the above shall 
not apply to castnets,. or. the use of a seine to 
s@cure one meal for a person or a party at 
picnics, ete, 

No “seine, gillnet, stopnet, fingertrap, fall- 
trap or other device shall be used in the creeks, 
bayous, rivers or streams or lakes of the state 
for the purpose of catching fish, or to hinder 
their free passage. Upon petition of fifty reg- 
istered voters, the county commissioners shall 
recommend to the governor the appointment 
of a suitable person who shall serve as fish 
and game. warden for such county, 

From October | to April 15 the oysters taken 
from beds or reefs shall be culled where taken, 
so that the oysters. removed shall not contain 
more than 3 per cent of culls and young under 
3 inches in measurement from tip to tip.
